Frencenins the Kings journey to Scerlaud, that both Houſes did Petition his Majeſty 
no: to begin his journey till the tenth of Avguſft, and to acquaint the Scors Commil- 
fioners therewith, whoafterwards deſired this Houſe to expreſſe their reſolutions in the 
affirmative, upon which the Houſe of Commonspaſleda reſolution, that then if his Ma- 
jeſty pleaſed to goe, they would ſubmit unto it. | 
I am commanded to declare unto your Lordſhips that the Houſe of Commons is deſi- 
rousto ſubmit unto his Majeſties good pleaſare inallthings : but ſuch is the preſEnt condi- 
tion of this buſineſle, as it nowy ſtandeth ; that they are enforced to preſent ſome further 
conſiderations to your Lordſhips, 
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Firſt, That when they gave this aſſent, they were in hope both «Armes

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* Secondly, Thetreaty cannot in ſoſhort a time befiniſhed,being returned

defired time. 


s Fourthly, Nocourſers yet taken for the government of the Kingdome 
= inhs<Majeſties abſence,there being ſo many weighty things to be taken 
into confideration. 
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Upon theſe reaſons the Houſe of Commons havethought fit to move your Loidſhips 
to joyne with us in aPetitionto his Majeſty to ſtay hisjourney for 14.dayes longer, and we 
make no doubt butour brethren in Scezlazd will conſider the ftreight we are in, and for our 
fafety condeſcend to our deſites. And if his Majeſty yeeld thereunto, then we ſhall defireyour _ 
Lordſhips to joyne with us by ſome expreſle meſſenger to the Parliament in Scor/and for 
the Kings ſtay for that time, which we hope will give them ſatisfa@ion-
